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HE Jennie Scollard Building, shown in the above photograph,* stood 
for many years as a landmark in downtown Dallas. Located on the pres- 
ent site of the Dallas National Bank and facing Main Street, it once housed 
the Dallas Telephone Exchange. During the twenties, the pioneer Dallas insur- 
ance firm of Burton & Wilkin, occupied space on the fourth floor of this build- 
ing. Originally known as Freeman & Burton, this firm began business in Dailas 
in 1904, the same year the first wireless message was transmitted between 
Dallas and Fort Worth. The original partnership included C. F. Freeman and 
Charles R. Burton. The first offices of the firm were located on the ground floor 
of 29714 Main Street, where Field Street now crosses Main. Mr. Burton re- 
calls that horse and wagon liability was a substantial insurance risk in those 
days. Automobile insurance was not written. There were very few bonds and 
no comprehensive policies, Most of the policies were straight fire protection 
and the rates were set by the agents and the companies. The firm was later 
located in the Old North Texas Building and the Central Bank Building. Mr. 
Freeman died in 1918 and the firm moved to its present location in the South- 
land Life Annex in 1933. George E. Wilkin joined the firm in 1942 and be- 
came a partner with Mr. Burton in 1946. Today the firm writes more than 100 
forms of insurance and observed its fiftieth anniversary on August i. Mr.

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Our Growing America 


In the spacious lobby of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce building here in 
Washington is a huge map of the United 
States, lighted like an animated billboard, 
its flashing bulbs depicting with mathe- 
matical precision the rapid population 
growth of the nation. One row of 
lights records a 
birth in the 
United States 
every eight sec- 
onds; another 
row counts a 
death every 21 
seconds; still an- 
other column 
adds an immi- 
grant every two 
minutes, and still 
another marks the departure of an emi- 
grant every 17 minutes. The busy mech- 
anism of the display computes the average 
of these statistics, and automatically re- 
cords the remarkable fact that there is a 
net gain of one in the population of the 
United States every 12 seconds around 
the clock. Above the map are giant fig- 
ures giving the up-to-the-moment popula- 
tion of the nation (now more than 162,- 
000,000), and every 12 seconds the last 
digit rolls over to the next higher num- 
ber, like the speedometer on your car 
recording the tenths of miles. 

Statistics are supposed to be dull, yet 
there is something curiously fascinating 
about this impersonal and relentless 
chronicle of a humanity which is volatile, 
changing, and growing. As you stand be- 
fore the constantly flashing lights you are 
touched by mixed emotions; perhaps you 
become aware of the millions crowding 
up behind your generation, with one lusty 
new infant every eight seconds; or per- 
haps you become more conscious of the 
abyss yawning ahead, as each 21 seconds 
take you a step closer. But whatever your 
private thoughts may be, you cannot 
escape an awareness that you are a part 
of a dynamic and growing nation, a na- 
tion that gets bigger even as you breathe 
or move you hand. If, for example, you 
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glance at the great map as you pass 
through the lobby enroute to a Civil 
Aeronautics Board hearing on the fifth 
floor, you will note when you return to 
the lobby a couple of hours later that 
your country’s population has increased 
by 600 during that brief interval of time. 

Behind the facade of Washington po- 
litical life there are individuals in gov- 
ernment agencies and private organiza- 
tions to whom such statistics have par- 
ticular and significant meanings. Sta- 
tisticians, research specialists, educators, 
writers, social and political scientists— 
all are engaged in one way or another in 
translating these figures into human equa- 
tions for application to the future. For the 
mechanism of lights and digits on the 
census map means something more than 
static mathematics; it means people, new 
Americans, by the thousands every day, 
and by the millions every year. And these 
millions will mean new social, political, 
and economic problems, of a scope and 
complexity that we have not experienced. 

To the businessman the population 
story means more customers and ex- 
panded markets, more goods and services 
for more people. To the educator and 
sociologist it means more schools and 
teachers, more hospitals, more play- 
grounds, more facilities to combat the 
social maladjustments of congested popu- 
lation areas. To the economist it means 
a vastly increased national income and a 
higher standard of living. It means more 
and better highways, ports and water- 
ways, airfields; more homes and _ build- 
ings; swifter transportation and com- 
munication for a more mobile and fluid 
population. All these problems lie ahead 
in America’s population future — and the 
future begins 12 seconds from now. 

It is interesting to reflect upon not only 
how America is growing but where, be- 
cause population patterns are significantly 
changing. On your map of the United 
States draw a line between Spokane and 
New Orleans, then look to the left of the 
line, to the West and Southwest — that’s 
where America is growing. Between 1940 


and 1950 America’s population increased 
by 14.5 per cent, but during that decade 
California’s percentage gain was 53.3, 
Arizona’s 50.1, Nevada’s 45.2, New Mex- 
ico’s 28.1, and Texas’ 20.2, to cite a few 
examples. By contrast, every southern 
state except Florida and Virginia either 
lost population or fell below the national 
average. The same was true as to every 
State in the vast Middle West except 
Michigan, though Ohio and Indiana were 
virtually on the line. New York and Penn- 
sylvania both fell behind, as did every 
state in New England except Connecticut. 
The population trend is definitely toward 
the West, toward that sweeping arc along 
the rim of the nation from the Pacific 
Northwest to the Gulf. 

This westward tide of population would 
indicate that Americans are finally for- 
saking the centers of population density

and are moving to the great open spaces; 
but nothing could be further from the 
truth. They are moving westward, to be 
sure, but they are, paradoxically, forsak- 
ing the great open spaces to cluster to- 
gether in metropolitan areas. Our popula- 
tion is becoming more urban and less 
rural all the time; and Texas is illustrative 
of the trend. Though Texas’ population 
growth between 1940 and 1950 was sub- 
stantially greater than the national aver- 
age, more than half of Texas’ counties 
actually lost population during that pe- 
riod. The movement from farms to cities 
was so pronounced that Texas’ urban pop- 
ulation increased from 45.4 per cent to 
62.7 per cent during the decade, while 
rural population was dropping from 54.6 
to 37.3 per cent. And though Texas as a 
whole experienced a growth of 20.2 per 
cent during the decade, metropolitan Dal- 
las registered a gain of 54.3 per cent. 

Consequently, the bulbs flashing meth- 
odically on the big census map depict 
something more than mere statistics. They 
symbolize a story of living history, of 
shifts in population patterns and trends; 
and they spotlight the responsibilities of 
the future which an enlightened citizen- 
ship must discharge. But most of all they 
illuminate our awareness that we live in 
a pulsating and dynamic land, a land that 
is growing with a rapid and fecund vital- 
ity. In fact, come to think of it, our popu- 
lation has increased by a dozen or more 
Americans during the time you have de- 
voted to reading this single page.

Designed With Top Earning Power for City, 
Construction Work Scheduled Early Next Year 


Basic features of Love Field’s 
new terminal building were unveiled this 
month to promise Dallas a facility which 
will provide “maximum convenience for 
the air traveler, maximum operating effi- 
ciency at minimum cost for the airlines, 
and maximum earning power for the air- 
port.” 

The new terminal is promised for com- 
pletion and occupancy in the latter part 
of 1956, with construction to begin early 
next year. 

City Councilmen have formally ap- 
proved a “basic pattern” to guide archi- 
tects and engineers in design of the big 
terminal. Their action culminated months 
of study and planning, in an effort to em- 
body the best features of airport terminals 
across the country and to eliminate the 
disadvantages which have plagued many 
terminals. 

Architects and engineers were in- 
structed to have their plans completed in 
January, 1955, so that the city can ad- 
vertise for bids and award construction 
contracts early next year. The City Coun- 
cil is confident the cardinal features of 
the design can be obtained within the bond 
funds available for the project. 

Mayor R. L. Thornton, Sr., stated, 
“We told the planners this terminal would 
have to meet these four requirements:

“For the traveler, maximum conven- 
ience. 

“For the airlines, maximum operating 
efficiency at lowest costs. 

“For the taxpayers of Dallas, maxi- 
mum money-making capacity so that Love 
Field will have the best possible chance 
to pay its own way. 

“Flexibility of design so as to take care 
of future additions. 

“The basic pattern which the City 
Council has approved appears to give us 
a good prospect of meeting all those 
objectives.” 

Major features of the plan adopted 
include: 


A single-floor terminal operation. 
From front door to airplane loading 
position, there will be no stairs or es- 
calators to impede the travelers’ 
progress. 

Minimum walking distances within 
the terminal area. Loading piers, ex- 
tending in three directions, will be ar- 
ranged to bring a maximum number of 
aircraft gate positions within a mini- 
mum radius from the terminal lobby. 

Two-way moving sidewalks, which 
will cut at least 300 feet off the total 
walking distance, in each direction, be- 


tween terminal lobby and _ aircraft 
loading gates. 

Electronically-operated automatic 
doors will be provided at all points 
in the main flow of travelers, so that 
it won’t be necessary to put down bags 
or packages to open or close doors. 

By cutting down the distances pas- 
sengers must travel between terminal 
lobby and gate positions, the city also 
hopes that it will be possible to provide 
fully air-conditioned loading piers, so 
that Love Field will be the first major 
airport to achieve this distinction. 

A big coffee shop and all types of 
concession stands and shops which the 
traveler normally requires. 

A glamorous dining room, club 
rooms and observation galleries, which 
will be on the second floor level, acces- 
sible by means of two-way escalators. 


W. C. Miller, chairman of the City 
Council’s Aviation Committee, revealed 
details of the “basic pattern.” 

He said the council is “firmly convinced 
that these new facilities will greatly in- 
crease the city’s income at the Love Field 
terminal.” He pointed out that in many 
respects the present terminal has become 
so crowded that the city is losing revenue 
potential because prospective customers

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Dallas Expanding ie 
As Motor Freight, ff 
Headquarters

Every 24 hours, 731 trucks 
laden with everything from bobby pins 
to aircraft engines roll past Dallas’ city 
limits. Motor transportation is big busi- 
ness in Dallas and getting bigger. Dallas 
is expanding its position as a home office 
center for common carriers engaged in 
motor transport. Modern terminal facili- 
ties are growing by leaps and bounds. 
Dallas is regional headquarters for most 
national motor carriers serving the South- 
west and in many cases Dallas terminal 
facilities are larger and more pretentious 
than the lines’ home-based headquarters. 

This means better service for Dallas 
shippers and consignees. It also means 
that the motor transport industry itself 
has become a very important segment of 
Dallas’ economic life. The annual Dallas 
payroll of 35 common carriers engaged 
in motor transportation exceeds $18,- 
000,000. This money is paid out to more 
than 3,500 employes and does not in- 
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clude payrolls and employes based out- 
side of Dallas by motor transport firms 
or carriers with their home offices or re- 
gional headquarters here. 

Experts who know the industry esti- 
mate this payroll would be duplicated by 
special and contract haulers other than 
common carriers, making their headquar- 
ters or having regional offices in Dallas. 
Investments in Dallas terminals and physi- 
cal properties run into millions and the 
supply and equipment expenditures of 
this industry in Dallas also make up a 
multimillion dollar business. 

The modern growth of Dallas as a 
motor transportation center has also been 
marked by the development of service 
organizations and special groups. Dallas 
is the home of many executives who have 
grown up with the motor transportation 
industry. Dallas bankers are familiar with 
the problems of motor transport financ- 
ing. And Dallas has become a center of

operating know-how and expert service 
in the motor transport field, all of which 
supplement Dallas’ strategic location and 
highway advantages to make it the hub 
of southwestern highway transportation. 


The establishment of headquarters in 
Dallas of another important common car- 
rier, Southern-Plaza Express, during the 
past year provides an illustration of how 
top-flight national figures in the industry 
regard the advantages of Dallas. Early 
this year, a merger of Southern Express, 
Inc., of Dallas and Plaza Express Com- 
pany of St. Louis became effective. Both 
have been under joint management as 
wholly-owned subsidiaries of Columbia 
Terminals Company of St. Louis. Total 
assets of the combined firms exceed 
$3,000,000. The mérger makes available 
to customers of both companies 1,265 
pieces of equipment, including 1,102 road 
units and 163 units of pick-up and deliv- 
ery equipment—as well as terminal facili- 
ties and schedules as far north as Chi- 
cago and Kansas City, as far west as El 
Paso and as far south as Houston. 

General offices of Southern-Plaza Ex- 
press Company have added another sub- 
stantial home office payroll to Dallas and 
also brought to Dallas a number of iop- 
flight motor transport executives. Field- 
ing Childress of St. Louis is board chair- 
man, Adrian Curtis, now of Dallas, presi- 
dent and general manager, Ben Mason, 
vice president, and George Griggs, treas- 
urer. 

Dallas common carriers also have a 
freight-bill clearing operation that is the 
equivalent of the Dallas Clearing House. 
Transport Clearings, Inc., now in_ its 
fourth year of operation, was created and 
is owned and operated by the common- 
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carrier motor freight lines. This is a non- 
profit organization set up to take care of 
the payment of motor carrier freight bills. 


Under the management of F. H. Sayles, 
the organization with 28 employes, is 
presently processing 1,500,000 bills for 
a dollar volume of about $18,000,000 a 
year. These bills are sent to the clearing 
house by the carrier for collection from 
over 4,000 shippers and consignees in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area. 

Consignees’ or shippers’ bills are sorted 
as to payee and are listed by common- 
carrier, pro number and amount on 4 
triplicate statement which is attached to 
the original freight bills mailed daily, not 
only to Dallas and Fort Worth, but io 
home offices in all principal cities of the 
United States. Bills for inter-line charges 
covering shipments into Dallas for deliv- 
ery beyond are handled by the clearing 
house for collection against the debtor 
carriers. Approximately 50,000 bills for a 
dollar volume of $500,000 are handled 
monthly. 

Another organization that points up 
the growth of Dallas as a GHQ for south- 
western motor transportation is the Trans- 
port Insurance Company which now has 
under construction a $200,000 building 
at the corner of Hines Boulevard and 
Throckmorton. This firm was organized 
in 1950 by a group of southwestern 
motor carriers. The problem of obtain- 
ing a satisfactory insurance market pro- 
viding adequate protection, engineering 
and claim service has long been one of 
the transportation industries’ biggest head- 
aches. 

The motor carriers who organized the 
Transport Insurance Company felt that 
an industry-owned insurance company 
would understand the problems confront- 
ing the truckers and by specializing in

only this one field of insurance would 
provide adequate protection at minimum 
cost. 

Organized in 1950, with a capital and 
surplus of $300,000, the company, as of 
the end of 1953, had a capital and sur- 
plus of $846,604.48. As of December 31, 
1953, the company had assets of $2,- 
968,355. Since its inception the Trans- 
port Insurance Company has written 
premiums in excess of $6,500,000. This 
company is under the active management 
of J. Michael Riley, executive vice 
president. 

The safety engineering department of 
this organization, working with the in- 
dividual members and utilizing the facili- 
ties of the Transport Safety Patrol, has 
done an outstanding job of reducing the 
number of accidents among the com- 
pany’s policyholders. 

The position of Dallas as a home office 
center is pointed up by such southwest- 

















































ein common carriers as Red Ball Motor 
Freight, Inc., Gillette Motor Transport, 
Best Motor Service, Houston & North 
Texas Motor Freight Lines, Strickland 
Transportation Company, Inc., East Texas 
Motor Freight Lines, and Southern-Plaza 
Express. The location in Dallas of major 
terminals like that occupied by Central 
Freight Lines, one of the nation’s largest, 
by Miller & Miller, Viking Freight Lines, 
Yellow Transit and others has given Dal- 
las advantages of innovations and ad- 
vances in mechanical devices to speed up 
freight-handling services. 

Dallas was the first city in the South- 
west to get the benefit of two-way radio 
dispatching on pick-up and delivery, first 
instituted by Red Ball Freight Lines more 
than two years ago. Central Freight Lines 
has also installed the system, which pro- 
vides faster service for shippers and helps 
to solve Dallas’ rush-hour traffic problem. 
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A BIG COG IN THE MOTOR TRANSPORT supply industry is Southwest Wheel, Inc. In its Dallas plant and branch offices, the firm maintains an inventory 


of nearly a million dollars worth of special motor truck equipment. 


Multi-Million Dollar Supply Industry 


Datias steady growth during 
the past three decades as the motor trans- 
port center of the Southwest, has been 
paralleled by its development as one of 
the nation’s major equipment and supply 
centers for this great industry. The great 
parts depots of Ford and International 
provide physical evidence of this growth. 
The concentration of General Motors 
facilities in this area and southwestern 
headquarters and major branches for the 
leading truck, trailer and equipment or- 
ganizations of the country provide graphic 
examples of Dallas’ leadership in motor 
transport supply. 


As national organizations have ex- 
panded their Dallas facilities, the city’s 
home organizations have also grown in 
stature to build Dallas’ multi-million dol- 
lar supply industry. A prime example of 
this development is found in Southwest 
Wheel, Inc., which started business in 
1919 in a small establishment on East 
Commerce Street. Today this organiza- 
tion maintains an inventory of nearly a 
million dollars and has five branches lo- 
cated in other cities in the Southwest. 

The story of this company also points 
up the refinements in engineering and 
special equipment that have marked the

development of the motor transport in- 
dustry since the days of the Model “T” 
Truck. Over a period of years Southwest 
Wheel, Inc., has developed its facilities 
to build and ‘service special equipment 
such as vacuum, air and electric brakes, 
special tanks and other engineered equip- 
ment that keeps modern motor transport 
units rolling over Texas highways. 

Providing motive power for common 
carriers, heavy haulers and individual 
companies is also big business in Dallas 
and practically all the large truck manu- 
facturers maintain large branches and in 
most cases, southwestern headquarters in 
Dallas. Since the needs of mgtor irans- 
port require a high degree of technical 
know-how and engineering, this phase of 
the industry has also resulted in the de- 
velopment of a number of outstanding 
local organizations. 

The Collins Equipment Company of 
Dallas, as an example, has exclusive dis- 
tribution for Kenworth trucks and buses 
in Texas and Oklahoma and merchandise 
this equipment over most of the South. 
A feature of this equipment is the new 
cab-beside-engine job that permits greater 
pay-load and more driver visibility. ‘Tom 
Collins, who heads this organization, is 
an automotive engineer, a former general 
manager of Pacific Freight Lines and a 
manufacturer of Diesel parts. This fast 
growing engineering and supply organi-

zation has a branch at Odessa and a sales 
office in Oklahoma City. 

Furnishing trailers and special equip- 
ment for common carriers, heavy haulers 
and contract carriers is another phase of 
Dallas’ big supply industry, and most 
major trailer manufacturers maintain large 
branches here. More cubic capacity is now 
the trend in the aluminum trailer industry, 
and major southwestern common carriers 
are making plans to replace present equip- 
ment with trailers providing more space. 
The Brown Trailer Company, represented 
in Dallas by the Ashton-Richards Com- 
pany, now has a large number of these 
new units in the service of Pacific-Inter- 
mountain Express, one of the nation’s 
largest carriers. This Dallas trailer firm, 
which moved here from Fort Worth sev- 
eral years ago, also maintains an organi- 
zation and facilities to build, repair and 
remodel trailers and refrigerated units. 

Dallas also has a number of local 


firms such as the E. G. Boyd Trailer 
Company, Oilfield Truck Equipment 
Company of Dallas and others who build 
trailers under their own names and en- 
gineer and install special equipment for 
heavy haulers and special carriers. 

In addition to such large national or- 
ganizations as Fruehauf, Trailmobile and 
others in the trailer industry, large re- 
gional firms such as Lufkin Foundry, 
W. C. Nabors and Hobbs Manufactur- 
ing maintain large branches in Dallas. 
The Lufkin Trailer Division is now bring- 
ing out a new model all-aluminum van 
and the Nabors Company manufactures 
an all-steel trailer. Both these firms have 
wide acceptance among southwestern 
common carriers in the motor transport 
field. 

Two-way radio communication with 
pick-up and delivery trucks is also rela- 
tively new and this feature has been pio- 
neered in Dallas. For more than two

years Red Ball Motor Freight has oper- 
ated on a two-way radio dispatching sys- 
tem installed by Motorola Communica- 
tions and Electronics, Inc. Central Freight 
Lines have a similar installation in Dallas. 

Before radio, the old method was to 
load a pick-up or delivery truck with 
freight, then have the driver telephone 
back to the dispatcher at intervals. This 
system left all initiative for communica- 
tion up to the driver. Each truck was, in 
effect, lost between calls. Under the two- 
way radio system, the dispatcher knows 
where every truck is working and is able 
to contact drivers within a few minutes 
after receiving calls for pick-ups. This 
cuts costs and also helps to solve Dallas’ 
rush-hour traffic problems. 

Thus in the file of new ideas and 
innovations in engineering and in the field 
of standard equipment, Dallas has the 
facilities to serve the motor transport in- 
dustry in the Southwest.

Win its national headquarters 
in Dallas, the Continental Bus System has 
grown from comparative obscurity to sec- 
ond place in national inter-city bus opera- 
tions within the last six years.

HeapouartereD in Dallas, 
Pioneer Air Lines made aviation history 
this month by becoming the first local 
service carrier in the Southwest to fly a 
million passengers. 

Back East, a “local service” airline 
serves a relatively small geographic area; 
Pioneer serves a vast 2,000-mile terri- 
tory over Texas and New Mexico. 

With the boarding of the millionth pas- 
senger, Pioneer completed the flying of 
more than 280,000,000 passenger miles—

all on scheduled operations without acci- 
dent or injury to passengers or crew 
members. 

Pioneer Air Lines (then Essair, Inc.) 
came into being in November of 1943, 
when the Civil Aeronautics Board 
awarded it a three-year temporary certifi- 
cate to operate between Houston and 
Amarillo via Austin, San Angelo, Abi- 
lene and Lubbock over a route of 683 
miles. 

Pioneer was the first of the local serv- 
ice airlines and it was necessary to make 
certain modifications in the procedures 
and operating pattern of the larger 
carriers. 

One of the first major changes which 
Pioneer made was to eliminate downtown 
ticket offices. This not only effected con- 
siderable savings but permitted passen- 
gers to forego the necessity of purchasing 
tickets downtown. 

Another innovation was the adoption 
of three-minute ground stops at most 
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intermediate points in lieu of the much 
longer periods characteristic of all other 
airlines at that time. In addition to being 
a time-saver for the traveler, the short 
stops aided in keeping the plane cabins at 
a comfortable temperature. 

In November of 1949, it became ap- 
parent that Pioneer would have to move 
from the facilities it occupied on the 
Houston Municipal Airport. The hangar 
and office quarters, which were owned 
by the Texas State Armory Board, were 
needed by the Air National Guard. After 
exhaustive surveys of every city on its 
system, Pioneer decided to move the gen- 
eral offices and headquarters to Love 
Field in Dallas. 

In 1952 Pioneer realized it would have 
to remain on federal mail subsidy as long 
as it used DC-3 planes and decided to 
purchase a fleet of nine Martin Pace- 
masters. With the new 270-mile per hour, 
36-passenger planes (compared with the 
160-mile per hour, 24-passenger DC-3’s), 
Pioneer would soon become self-sufficient 
and no longer require subsidy in any 
form. 

However, in the initial stages of op- 
eration for the first two or three years, 
it would be necessary for Pioneer to ob- 
tain additional mail pay to offset the 
higher capital investment.

The year 1952 bore out Pioneer’s ex- 
pectations; the Pacemasters transported 
32.6 per cent more passengers per reve- 
nue mile than the DC-3’s had in 1951. 

The blow to Pioneer and to the future 
of all local service airlines fell on March 
13, 1953. The Civil Aeronautics Board is- 
sued a decision which refused to grant 
Pioneer the temporary mail pay needed 
to finance the transition period from 
DC-3 planes to Pacemasters to eventual 
self-sufficiency. 

The results of this decision set a new 
precedent for all local service airlines and 
set a limit which relegated such carriers 
to the perpetual subsidized 
carriers.

New Program To Teach 
‘Business’ to Youths 


For many years farm youths 
have had “4-H” clubs as a guide to their 
development as successful farmers. 

Now city young people 15 to 21 years 
of age are being offered similar guidance 
toward future business careers through a 
non-profit organization known as Junior 
Achievement, Inc. 

“Learning by doing” is its keynote. 
And this year more than 250 Dallas 
youths will be offered the opportunity to 
take part in the program. 

They will be members of 18 different 
“miniature companies,” sponsored by in- 
dividual business organizations in Dallas 
but all headquartered at 1517 Commerce 
and supervised by Sam Kovac, executive 
director. 

The idea for Junior Achievement was 
conceived in 1919 by the late Horace A. 
Moses, chairman of the Strathmore Paper 
Company. It started in Massachusetts but 
has grown to an operation in nearly 100 
cities in 24 states. 

It was introduced to Dallas by J. L. 
Latimer, Fred F. Florence, J. Ralph 
Wood, Raleigh Hortenstine, Leonard M. 
Green, and T. L. Peeler, Jr., who com- 
pose its advisory council. 

“Through the method of ‘Learn by 
Doing’ its young members find out what 
makes business tick by actually organiz- 
ing and operating their own miniature 
companies,” explains D. C. Bennett, 
president of the Dallas organization. 
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Boys and girls who join the group will 
learn, through adult advisers, all aspects 
of management, financing, production, 
sales and distribution—in other words, 
the entire operation of a modern busi- 
ness enterprise. 

Firms are being asked to act as spon- 
sors for the miniature companies. Such 
a sponsor provides three members of its 
supervisory personnel to meet regularly 
with the Junior Achievement company, 
and provides financial support for it. Be- 
ginning in October, two-hour meetings 
will be held one night each week. Each 
company will be subdivided into the three 
departments of business, production and 
sales.

For Mechanical Center 


Dattas know-how keeps bus 
transportation rolling over nine states as 
the city functions as the mechanical hub 
of Southwestern Greyhound Lines, Inc. 

Of 398 employes here, 247 work in 
the garage and shop at Lamar and Cadiz, 
overhauling more than 50 per cent of the 
432-bus fleet in Southwestern’s giant 
system. 

And from Dallas, the silver and blue 
buses travel Texas, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, and Tennessee. 

While Dallas mechanics keep the fleet 
on the road, the remaining 151 South- 
western Greyhound employes here serve 
travelers either in the station terminal at 
Commerce and Lamar or on the high- 
ways manning the buses. 

Each day, more than 2,000 travelers 
pass through the air-conditioned terminal, 
modernized in 1947 at a cost of $568,000. 

And a payroll of a $1,500,000 is 
poured into Dallas business firms an- 
nually by Southwestern Greyhound. 

Seventy schedules originate out of Dal- 
las every 24 hours, 13 of which are 
through schedules to major cities in all 
parts of the country. 

From Southwestern’s territory, travel- 
ers can join with other branches of the 
giant Greyhound Lines network to travel 
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the 48 states, Canada, and—by a con- 
necting service—Mexico. 

During 1954, Greyhound buses will 
carry travel-minded Americans more than 
550,000,000 miles—22,000,000 of these 
in Texas alone. 

An intensified part of Southwestern’s 
program is its Drivers School here in 
Dallas. New drivers go through five weeks 
of formal training, followed by Grey- 
hound’s continuous safety program.

Direction of all advertising and public 
relations activities for the nine-state serv- 
ice comes from the Dallas office of Beau- 
mont & Hohman, Inc., managed by Paul 
Leech. This office was opened here in 
1934 expressly to serve the Greyhound 
account. 

Greyhound began its Dallas operations 
in 1925 as Pickwick Greyhound Lines, 
Inc.

An Essential Link in 
World Commerce

A SHY, nervous lad walked to 
the center of the stage during a high 
school assembly. As he began to speak 
before the sea of lifted faces, he felt his 
knees shake and his voice began to 
tremble. 

This tall, good-looking, athletically- 
built teenager played ball with two class- 
mates by the names of Doak Walker and 
Bobby Layne. He was Cadet Lt. Col. of 
Highland Park High School's R.O.T.C. 
unit. He was captain of the baseball team, 
president of the Hi-Y, president of the 
National Honor Society, president of the 
R.O.T.C. officers’ club, and the recipient 
of the coveted four-year Linz award. But 
even with all of this, he couldn’t have 
been less confident of himself at the mo- 
ment. 

Twelve years later, this young man 
stood erect before a rostrum decked with 
bouquets of flowers and a battery of 
microphones and cameras. Solemnly he 
took his oath of office as the thirty-sixth 
president of the Dallas Junior Chamber 
of Commerce. Then, in the big hotel 
ballroom under the heat of blazing arc- 
lights, he delivered the traditional accept- 
ance speech unhesitatingly before a crowd 
of some 600 persons. 

Thomas Montgomery Dye, 
more familiarly as “Tommy,” 
longer nervous. He spoke confidently and 
deliberately. And the people who heard 
him knew: here truly was a young man 
going places. 

Tom Dye today is still modest, hum- 
ble, and unassuming. Yet he inspires con- 
fidence because he is now confident of 
himself. 

But the pull has not been easy.

“It used to be I couldn’t even talk on 
the phone sometimes,” Tommy will con- 
fess to you. Many folks who are extreme- 
ly timid can probably understand this 
great handicap and how difficult it is to 
overcome. 

Tommy realized, “You’ve got to be 
able to talk to people to get anything 
done in this world.” He later added, “Not 
only that, you’ve got to understand them 
as individuals, too.” 

Tommy, 27, is a partner with his father 
in the hauling contracting business, and 
has seen the company grow from one 
truck to a fleet of 18. He supervises sales, 
figures estimates and handles general ad- 
ministrative work for the Dye Trucking 
Company, 123 Commerce Street. 

During his college days at the Univer- 
sity of Texas, analytical-minded Tom 
took a degree in Bachelor Science and 
majored in electrical engineering. He was 
considered a “brain,” graduating with 
high scholastic honors. In addition, he 
was named a member of Tau Beta Pi, 
national honorary engineering fraternity, 
and Eta Kappa Nu, honorary society in 
electrical engineering. Someday he hopes 
to resume his career in engineering. 

The characteristic that typifies Tom 
the most is his attitude toward people. 
Like the late Will Rogers, this young man 
has a twinkle and a smile for everyone, 
and affirms; “I never met a man I didn’t 
like.” 

Whether it’s on the job or in a com- 
mittee room, Tom usually tackles an as- 
signment the same effective way. First, he 
sits down and analyzes a project; break- 





ing it down into divisions or duties. Then 
he determines what person would be the 
most likely to successfully carry out that 
particular phase of the program. In a 
group discussion, all related problems to 
the job are brought out preceding any 
action. Then each person sets out to do 
his own particular job. The key to this 
Operation, however, is the “follow-up,” 
according to Tom; making sure every 
man is doing his assigned work—and en- 
joying it. 

Through the years, this new Jaycee 
prexy has developed a pattern for organ- 
ization whereby he can set up an objec- 
tive and quickly accomplish his goal. For 
instance, take the vast six-week member- 
ship campaign that he headed a couple 
of years ago. Tom’s executive ability was 
so effective, 400 new members were 
brought in during that period alone—an 
unprecedented record that brought Tom, 
a relatively new Jaycee, recognition as 
“Jaycee of the Month.” He went on to 
win state and national awards for his va- 
rious other committee work. His accom- 
plishments have resulted in a spirai rise 
to civic leadership. 

A sports enthusiast, Tom departs gin- 
gerly from his work with wholesome 
recreation. “A man has got to have a 
hobby, or something he likes to do out- 
side of his daily work in order to keep 
the balanced life,” he wisely maintains. 

During high school days, Tom lettered 
in basketball and baseball. A natural ‘irst 
baseman, one of his greatest thrills came 
when his team won the American Le- 
gion’s state baseball league championship 
when he was only 16. Today he likes fish- 
ing, and to go antelope and deer-hunting 
in New Mexico. More recently he has 
taken up the bow and arrow, which is 
learning to hunt the hard way. 

Tom seldom takes credit for any per- 
sonal accomplishments. It’s not false 
modesty either. He simply believes a per- 
son cannot advance by himself, alone; it 
takes many people working through him. 

Everyone’s sense of values varies just 
a little. Tom Dye personally values 
friendship above all others. He enjoys be- 
ing with people and working with them, 
and making new acquaintances. He 
claims he overcame his boyhood timidity 
by developing more interest in “the other 
guy.” And to anyone who judges success 
and popularity contests, we’d say Tom 
Dye has the right idea.

Dallas To Get Office 
For Agriculture Census 


Dallas has been selected as site for 
one of 118 temporary field offices to be 
used in the 1954 Census of Agriculture, 
it has been announced by the Bureau of 
the Census. The office will be open from 
early September until completion of the 
census field work in December. 

The permanent census office in Dallas 
will serve as a center for processing the 
Census of Agriculture reports from the 


| temporary offices. The reports then will

be sent to the Census Bureau headquar- 
ters for result tabulations. 

All farmers are to be asked to take 
part in the census and will receive copies 
of the questionnaire in advance of the 
enumerators’ visits. 

Approximately 2,200 crew leaders and 
31,000 enumerators will be included in 
the field staff which will work out of the 
118 offices. The supervisors will be 
trained at the permanent census offices, 
then will recruit crew leaders. These crew 
leaders will receive special training 
courses before selecting their enumera- 
tors.

of the dining room, for instance, cannot 
| be accommodated. 

Mr. Miller said one of the major ac- 
complishments in the planning was the 
working out of an arrangement for three 
loading piers to take passengers to and 
from the terminal lobby in such a manner 
as to bring a maximum number of loading 
positions within the shortest possible 
traveling distance from the lobby. 

By virtue of this unique arrangement, 
he said, the new terminal will have nine 
aircraft loading positions within a radius 
| of 350 feet of the entrance to the lobby. 

Passengers will travel 300 feet of this dis- 

tance on moving sidewalks. 

The terminal, in the initial stage of 
construction, will have 21 gate loading 
positions around the three piers. As future 
needs develop, the piers can be extended 
to provide more than 30 positions. The 
present Love Field terminal has 12 gate 

| positions, with four more now under 
construction. 

The novel approach to arrangement 

| of loading positions at the new terminal 

| building is so effective that when the ulti- 
mate capacity of more than 30 stations 
has been attained, the passenger will still 

| have no farther to walk in getting to his 
airplane, at.the outermost positions, than 
he now has to walk to the outermost posi- 
tions at the present Love Field terminal. 

“One of the major problems at every 
big airport is how to accommodate the 
increasing traffic without stringing the 
facilities out for such distances that travel- 
ers are exhausted walking between the 
terminal lobby and their airplanes,” Mr. 
Miller said. “Dallas’ plans attack this 
problem in two ways — installation of the 
moving sidewalks to reduce the distance 
that must be walked, and the arrangement 
of three piers, roughly in an inverted T 
design, to bring all gates as close as pos- 
sible to the terminal lobby. 

“At the same time, the planners did 
not overlook the airlines’ requirements. 
This arrangement will reduce to a mini- 
mum the distance which an airplane must 
taxi in getting into a loading position.” 

He pointed out that the pier arrange- 
ment is also a great advantage for the 
future, since it will make the basic design 
of the terminal more extensible as future 
requirements emerge. In this manner, the 
terminal is in less danger of becoming ob- 
solete, and can be enlarged, as needed, 
both easily and at relatively small cost. 

The basic pattern adopted by the City 
Council is the result of a series of con- 
ferences between George P. Coker, SJr.,

| bound and outbound passenger traffic 


flows within the building. As the passenger 
enters the terminal, he will find airline 
ticket counters on his right and will be 
able to check in his baggage almost im- 
mediately after coming through the street 
entrance. At the opposite end of the lobby 


| will be the large, single entrance through 
| which all traffic will flow to and from the 


loading piers. Inbound passengers will 
pass through this entrance and, keeping to 
their right across the lobby, will find the 
baggage reclaim counter immediately ad- 


| jacent to the street door. Vehicular traffic 





for arriving and departing passengers will 
be similarly separated at the front en- 
trance of the terminal. 

Automobile parking areas which can ac- 
commodate as many as 3,500 cars are 
being reserved immediately adjacent to the 
terminal. Special areas will be reserved for 
quick “in and out” traffic, nearest to ihe 
terminal. Storage-type parking and em- 
ploye parking will also be provided. 
Mr. Miller said that the council hopes 
that as the full requirements for this vast 
parking area develop, it will be possible 
to install moving sidewalks between the 
parking lots and the terminal entrance, 
thus again reducing the distance which 
visitors must walk. 

He said the coffee shop on the lobby 
floor of the terminal will be several times 
as large as the facilities in the present 
terminal. The main dining room on the 
second floor level, reached by two-way es- 
calators, will have twice the capacity of 
the coffee shop. He predicted that the new 
airport dining room will soon become one 
of the favorite popular-priced eating 
places in Dallas, attracting residents as 
well as transients. 

Mayor Thornton says that he believes, 
“Dallas will have the most modern up to 
date terminal building in the country.”

URING the gay nineties and the early years of the century the Knepfly 

Building, shown in the above agers 2 was one of the show places 
of Dallas. Located at the corner of Main and Poydras, the splendor of its 
outer decoration was matched inside by colorful tile floors and elaborate 
mahogany fixtures. A few short blocks away from the splendor of this early 
day jewelry store, the First Texas Chemical Company moved into a small, 
unpretentious plant at 111 South Market Street in 1903. The firm had been 
organized in Paris in 1901. It was the first company in Texas to enter the field 
of pharmaceutical manufacturing. That same year the present head of the firm, 
V. M. Payne, joined the meen as its first salesman, During the intervening 
years, this firm has been headed by such outstanding Dallas men as Colonel 
C. C. Slaughter, J. L. Lovejoy, Albert Handley, C. W. Leete and J. S. Keene. 
Its present $500,000 three-story plant at 1810 Market is a far cry from the 
peed 0 quarters that housed the company during its first years in Dallas. 
Today, the First Texas Chemical Company manufactures a complete line of 
pharmaceuticals and specialties for distribution through ethical channels to 
wholesale and retail drug firms and hospitals throughout the South and 
Southwest.
